VIENNA, March 14 (UP) 
Klement Gottwald, president of 
Czechoslovakia and one of the top 
powers in the Communist world, 
died today after a two-day ill- 
ness. He was 56 years old. 

The Prague radio said he died 
at 11 a.m. (4 a.m. St. Louis time). 
He had lapsed into coma earlier, 
and bulletins from a big staff of 
Russian and Czechoslovak physi- 
cians and surgeons left no doubt 
that the end was near. 

News of the death of Gottwald, 
director of the coup that took 
Czechoslovakia behind the Iron 
Curtain in 1948, was withheld for 
three hours. 

At 2 p.m. the Prague radio in- 
terrupted its regular program. It 
started playing, over and over 
again, “My Fatherland.” After 10 
minutes of that, Prague announced 
that Gottwald had died of pneu- 
monia and pleurisy, complicated 
by a chest hemorrhage. The an- 
nouncement was made by the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Czechoslo- 


vak Communist party. 
Follows Moscow Pattern. 

Western diplomats here noted 
the similarity of technique of 
announcing Gottwald’s illness 
and death to that used in the 
case of Joseph Stalin, whose 
funeral in Moscow Gottwald at- 
tended five days ago. Medical 
bulletins gave similar detailed 
particulars of the illness. 

It was announced, as in Stalin's 
ee, that the Czechoslovak Com- 
munist party and government— 
with the government ranking sec- 
ond—were handling the situation.

Gottwald died in Prague’s tow- 
ering Hradcany castle. He had 
been in poor health for nearly 
A year. Besides being 3 
he was supreme commander of 
the armed forces, chairman 
secretary-general of the Czecho- 
slovak Communist party and head 
of the party's Politburo and 
Ogburo. 

Zapotocky Likely Suceessor. 

Western observers predicted 
his successor will be Premier An- 
tonin Zapotocky. Zapotocky is 
regarded as the only man in the 
Czech Communist party who has 
sufficient prestige to keep the 

estern-minded, highly indus- 
trialized 12,500,000 people of 
Czechoslovakia under subjection. 

Moravia-born Gottwald was in 
Moscow during World War II and 
patterned his life after Stalin. 
He returned to Prague in 1945, 
became Premier in 1946 and 
seized power in February 1948. 

In July 1947, Czechoslovakia 
had favorably responded to a 
United States offer a Marshall 
Plan aid but did an about face, 
apparently at Moscow’s command. 
When Foreign Minister Jan Mas- 
aryk, son of Czechoslovakia’s first 
president, plunged from a win- 
dow after the Communists came 
to power, Gottwald blamed — 2 
sure from the West for Masaryk's 
death.

WASHINGTON, March 14-(UP) 
~—President Eisenhower today 
sent condolerices to the wife of 
Klement Gottwald, President of 
Communist Czechoslovakia, on the 
death of her husband. 

“I hereby send you my condol- 
ences upon the death of your hus- 
band, Klement Gottwald, Presi- 
dent of the Czechoslovak Repub- 
lic,” Eisenhower said in a cable- 
gram to Mrs. Gottwald in care of 
the Czech Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs at Prague. 

When Russian Prime Minister 
Joseph Stalin died last week, 
Eisenhower sent “official” condol- 
ences to the Soviet Government. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles also dispatched a brief 
message of condolences to the 
Czechoslovak Foreign Office in 
Prague through the American 
Embassy.

BONN, March 14 (UP)—Brit- 
ain announced today that all its 
planes in Germany will be fully 
armed hereafter when flying near 
the Soviet zone in Germany and 
that training planes will be given 
fighter cover when necessary. 

The United States Air Force 
announced previously that its 
fighter pilots had been instrueted 
to shoot back at any invading 
Communist plane which fired 
on them. 

An American F-384 Thunderjet 
was shot down by Russian-made 
Czechoslovak MIG-15 fighters 
Tuesday near the Czech border. 
It did not fire back and the pilot 
survived by parachuting. 

Exercises to Continue. 

Britain’s announcement was 
made by the air ministry in Lon- 
don, It said that by direction of 
the government, instructions had 
been issued to the Royal Air 
Force to continue its present air 
exercises in Germany despiteythe 
recent “outrage” in which seven 
air force men were killed in the 
shooting down of an unarmed 
lincoln bomber training plane“ 

“Any training aircraft will, 
however, be fully armed and will 
when necessary be afforded 
fighter cover,” the ministry said. 

Other planes already are 
armed. 

Meanwhile, British authorities 
were informed by Soviet officials 
that the surviving crew member 
of the British bomber shot down 
by Soviet fighter planes last 
Thursday had died, increasing 
the death toll of the Soviet attack 
to Seven. 

Protest by Three Nations.

The incidents referred to in 
the notes were: () the shoting 
down of a Lincoln bomber in 
northwest Germany Thursday, 
with the loss of its entire crew 
of seven; (2) the “buzzing” of an- 
other British bomber the same 
day; and (3) the “buzzing” of a 
British airliner, also Thursday. 

Permission to Get Bodies. 
The Russians gave permission 
today for a British medical team 
to go to the Soviet zone to bring 
back the bodies of the five air- 
men killed in the Lincoln bomber 
attack who landed on the Soviet 
side of the border. 

Two who parachuted died on 
the British side of the border. 

The United States Air Farce at 
Wiesbaden said routine flying and 
patroling of the borders in the 
American zone of Germany would 
continue without change al- 
though instructions to the pilots 
as to the means by which they 
can protect themselves have been 
re-emphasized.”

Sponsors of the $1,500,000 bond 
issue proposal, which was de- 
feated my a small margin in yes- 
terday's voting, will meet Tues- 
day to study means of overcom- 
ing this setback to the city’s 
slum clearance and urban rede- 
velopment program. 

The proposal for development 
of a park to link Aloe and Memo- 
rial Plazas was approved by 62.78 
per cent of the voters, but a two- 
thirds majority was required. 

Leo Havey, chairman of the 
municipal Land Clearance for Re- 
development Authority, told the 
Post-Dispatch he intends to go 
to Washington in two weeks to 
confer with officials of the Fed- 
eral Housing and Home Finance 
Agency. 

Had the bond issue carried, a 
federal loan of $2,600,000 and a 
grant of $1,300,000 would imme- 
diately have been made available 
to the local authority for acquisi- 
tion of property for a housing 
project in the area just north 
of the park site.

422 on the proposal to cancel old 
bonds. 

Havey said he was disappointed 
in the defeat of the bond issue, 
but was convinced that funds still 
can be obtained to defray the 
city’s $760,000 share of the plaza 
redevelopment project. If the city 
contributes one-third of the cost 
of acquiring blighted property, 
clearing it and reselling it at a 
reduced price to the Urban the 
development Corp., the Federal 
Government defrays the other 
two-thirds. 

The plaza park, being available 
for use by tenants of the middle- 
income housing project, would 
have been credited as the city’s 
full contribution. 


Little Opposition. 

Havey said there was little or- 
ganized opposition to the proposal 
for a $1,500,000 bond issue, which 
would not necessitate any increase 
in the city tax rate. But he ex- 
pressed the opinion that some 
people did not vote on this be- 
cause they found the special bal- 
lot confusing. It was necessary

“We needed a simpler ballot,” 
Havey declared. “I think the bond 
issue would have carried in a 
special election, but this would 
cost the city about $90,000 and 
we didn’t want to create this ex-

He said the $3750 was paid him 
by Cities Service Gas Co, for 
keeping the utility informed 
about bills affecting it during the 
three month session of the Legis- 
lature. 

“IT did no lobbying for or 
against any measures before the 
Legislature, although it was my 

duty and my job to talk to a good 
many committee chairmen and 
legislators to determine the prog- 
ress of legislation,” he asserted. 

Five Hours on Witness Stand. 

Roberts, under fire for the 
hospital deal since shortly after 
his appointment to the party 
chairmanship last January by his 
fellow-Kansan, President Eisen- 
hower, had some uncomfortable 
moments during his five hours 
on the. witness stand. 

The committee is seeking to 
determine whether Roberts vio- 
lated the state lobbying act and 
also whether an insurance com- 
pany, with Roberts as its chief 
factotum, got $110,000 from the 
state for a hospital building the 
state already owned. 

Other highlights of his testi- 
mony, most of them brought out 
through pointed question ie od 
Kansas Attorney General 
old R. Fatzer, were: 

1. Roberts operated a busi- 
ness as “public relations coun- 
selor“ during the 1951 legis- 
lative session from his home in 
Holton (Pop. 4000), 30 miles 
north of Topeka, but had no 
letterheads, telephone business 
listing or secretary. 

2. He did not register as a 
lobbyist but didn’t consider he 
was lobbying when he talked to 
state officials about sale of the 
hospital building, as long as the 
officials weren’t legislators. 

3. He had three other public 
relations clients in 1951—none 
of them interested in state or 
legislative matters—but he re- 
fused to identify them to the 
committee except in private. 

4. As Repub state chair- 

man from 1947 to 1950 he had 
approved the appointment of 
all three members of the state 

Board of Social Welfare, which 

approved the hospital deal. 

5. He is proud of his part in 
sale of the hospital and de- 
clared that all the criticism 
about it was instigated by two 
Kansas newspaper men who dug 
the information about his 10 
per cent fee out of state rec- 
ords. 

2000-Word Statement. 

The 48-year-old Roberts, natty 
in a gray suit and blue necktie, 
opened his testimony by reading 
a 2000-word prepared statement 
in which he denied any lobbying 
and also denied that his $11,000 
fee was contingent on sale of the 
building. Acceptance of a con- 
tingent fee would be a violation 
of state law. 

He said that under his verbal 
agreement with the Ancient Order 
of United Workmen, a fraternal 
insurance firm at Newton, Kan., 
if’ the building, erected by the 
company in 1928 on grounds of 
the state Tuberculosis Sanitorium 
at’ Norton, were not sold to the 
state, he then would earn his 
fee by working for the company 
in expanding its insurance pro- 
gram. 

Under terms of the company’s 
contract with the state, policy 
holders had priority in getting 
accommodations in the 36-bed 
bullding, with the company pay- 
ing the state $1 a day for their 
tafe. By 1950, only one policy 
holder remained in the institu- 
tion, the rest of the beds being 
occupied by state patients receiv- 
ing free care.

Roberts listed the three mem- 
bers of the welfare board, Arthur 
Martin, supervisor of institutions 
for the board, and State Archi- 
tect Charles Marshall, who ap- 
praised the hospital building in 
connection with the sale. 

“Anybody else?” 

“Well, my wife, my brother and 
my banker, and probably some 
others.” 

Roberts added that he had also 
told of his employment to an 
assistant attorney general, Ted 
Varner, who since has died. 

Getting back to his charge of 

a “calculated plot to blacken my 
name and destroy usefullness in 
my present position,” Roberts 
said, “There has been some pretty 
rough statements—one of them 
from the former leader of the Re- 
publican party in this state, who 
said I had a stinking record of 
political influence.”

WARNS OF BIG CASTE 
OF UINEMPLOVABIE 


Indiana Professor Blames 
Seekers of Power for Fight 
Against Intellectuals. 


A sizable caste of “economic un- 
touchables” is on the way to being 
created in this country through 
the efforts of the “schemers after 
power,” Ralph Fuchs, professor of 
law at the University of Indiana, 
said here last night. 

The former Washington Univer- 
sity law professor spoke at a din- 
ner for representatives of local 
welfare and other agencies co- 
operating in the program of the 
George Warren Brown School of 
Social Work of Washington Uni- 


versity. The dinner was on the 
campus. 
The “economic untouchables” 


referred to by Fuchs are those 
wage earners who have been de- 
prived of a livelihood because of 
suspicions cast on their loyalty 
by investigative agencies. He said 
this result was one more evidence 
of the revolt against the intellec- 
tuals that he said is taking place 
in this country. 

Fuchs said the current revolt 
against experts and intellectuals 
is attributable in part to some of 
the unstable and anfaithful among 
them who have succumbed at one 
time or another to Communism. 
“Not only has espionage suc- 


but, aided by the revulsion against 
it, some of the opponents of in- 
novation are seeking to identify 
reform here and abroad with the 
enemy behind the Iron Curtain,” 
he said. 

“Alongside sincere opponents of 
particular reforms, unprincipled 
seekers after power, who do not 
hesitate to employ the basest tac- 
tics to gain their ends, are at 
work. Slander of individuals and 
entire Government agencies 
through Congressional committee 
proceedings has become common- 
place. 

“Under pressure from attack- 
ers, loyalty proceedings involving 
Government workers and persons 
in various areas of private em- 
ployment have come to lack many 
of the rudiments of fair play. In 
the entertainment world there 
exists a private blacklist of au- 
thors and performers with noth- 
ing to sustain it except the un- 
supported innuendos of self-ap- 
pointed censors. 

“Test oaths have become the 
order of the day in large areas 
of education and public employ- 
ment; and in federally financed 
housing and even in some socizl 
security administration, eligibili- 
ty to benefits depends upon some 
superficial loyalty tests. We are 
on the road to creating, without 
due process, a sizable caste of 
economic untouchables, with all 
of the poignant consequences in- 
herent in such a state of affairs.” 
Fuchs declared it was no acci- 
dent that the State Department 
and the United Nations have 
been prime targets of the attack- 
ers “for it is crystal clear that 
international measures to in- 
crease human well-being, such as 
can be accomplished through

But synthetic though the Haley candidacy was, 


it provided a contest that stopped many Repub- 


licans from voting for Mr. Tucker. Fortunately 
enough Republicans saw through the odd candi- 
dacy and voted anyway for the man who did so 
much to clean up the air of St. Louis. 

The bond issue rroposals did almost well 
enough. They were required to have 66.66 per 
cent. of the vate and actually received 62.78 
per cent. This means that at another election 
—in which the fact of no tax increase is even 
clearer and the ballot is perhaps made less con- 
fusing—the basic municipal improvement will 
undoubtedly pass.

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Protection in Congressional Hearings 

A long-needed measure of protection for wit- 
nesses appearing before congressional investigat- 
ing committees is provided by the new rules 
adopted by Representative Kenneth B. Keat- 
ing’s House subcommittee investigating the De- 
partment of Justice, the group known in the last 
Congress as the Chelf committee. 

These rules do not provide all the safeguards 


thrown about a citizen in a court of law, but 


they do promise to check some of the abuses 
charged against such groups as the McCarthy, 
Jenner and Velde committees. And they are an 
answer to a demand made frequently. 

One-man, headline-seeking investigations are 
virtually forbidden under the Keating rules. No 


major line of investigation is to be started with- 


out approval of a majority of the committee. The 
subject of an investigation is to be clearly stated, 
and only pertinent evidence is to be accepted. 
Executive sessions are to be limited. Witnesses 
are to have the benefit of counsel at least at 
public hearings. Witnesses may file supplemen- 
tary statements. And persons named in testi- 
mony may make a personal appearance, file a 
statement, call witnesses in their behalf, and 
submit questions to be asked of those who have 
testified against them. 

The chief criticism of this code is that its 
various protections are made contingent in each 
case on the approval of a majority of the com- 
mittee members. Thus a witness may be fairly 
well guarded against exploitation by a few mem- 
bers of the group, but he is left without much 
protection if a majority should prove hostile. So 
far as Mr. Keating’s subcommittee is concerned, 
there is little cause for alarm on the score since, 
under the chairmanship of the New Vork Re- 
publican, it has a record of fairness as well as 
thoroughness. Also it is difficult to draw up 
really tight rules without hampering the valu- 
able investigating function of Congress. 

Yet in expressing the hope that this code will 
serve as a model for ether congressional com- 
mittees, it does become important to suggest 
that the more fundamental rights of a witness 
be incorporated in a few hard-and-fast rules, in- 
stead of being left merely to the discretion and 
good will of a committee’s majority. 
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Latest Bulletin: No Council 

It has never been easy to find out just what 
the White House position really was on the 
Council of Economic Advisers. oro 

Did the President believe in the Full Employ- 
ment Act of 1946, which estab the council, 
and did he want its functions cqmtinued? There 
were conflicting indications. But ‘at last, after 
a good deal of backing and filling by the White 
House staff, what appeared to be a firm defini- 
tion of policy emerged. . 

The President appointed the able Arthur F. 
Burns, professor of economics at Columbia Uni- 
versity, as a member of the council, and an- 
nounced that he not only wanted the council 
continued, but hoped to reinvigorate it and 
augment its influence. Professor Burns was to 
decide how these purposes could be achieved. 

That was the White House position up to the 
time that Senate and House conferees met to 
resolve a conflict between the two branches over 
interim appropriations for the Council. The Sen- 


„ | un 


ate was willing to continue the Council and ap- 
propriate $60,000 for the next three months, as 
the President had requested. The House sought 
to abolish the council and to appropriate’ only 


$25,000. House conferees finally offered to set- 


tle on $50,000 for a single economic adviser, but 
insisted that the council be abolished. 

At this juncture the conferees decided to ap- 
peal to the White House. What they got from 
Presidential Assistant Sherman Adams, instead 
of backing for the Senators who had been fight- 
ing for the President's views, was backing for 
the Representatives opposing them. 

This leaves the President with a nomipation 
before the Senate to an office which has now 
been abolished with White House consent. That 
is absurd enough, but the more serious result is 
what it implies for other and perhaps more im- 
portant controversies in the future. 


If the White House after laying down a policy 
will not back up those members of Congress 
who go to bat for the policy, how long will it be 
before any semblance of executive leadership 
vanishes altogether? The White House and its staff 
ought to ponder that question very earnestly. . 
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Wesley Roberts's 2000 Words 


The Kansas Legislature's investigation of C. 


Wesley Roberts’ hospital deal has gone too far 


to be sidetracked into bandying definitions with 


the Republican National Chairman. 


Roberts has given investigators a 2000-word 
statement on the scandal of the Sunflower state. 
In it he denies any impropriety or illegality and 
charges a “plot” to smear his name. 

Facts of the case, however, are already plain.. 
Soon after he had been state G.O.P. chairman, 
Roberts was hired by the Ancient Order of 
United Workmen, an insurance firm, to help sell 
a building to the state. Roberts collected an 
$11,000 fee on the $110,000 sale. 

Aside from the impropriety of making 10 per 
cent out of a deal with an administration which 
he helped to elect, Roberts’ action has been 
questioned on two points of law. Kansas statutes 
prohibit acceptance of contingent fees in state 
business, and also require lobbyists to register. 

Roberts now denies that he accepted a contin- 
gent fee or that he lobbied. He says the fee was 
an “alternative” fee, because he had been prom- 
ised another job with the A.O.U.W. instead of 
the fee, if the sale fell through. As for lobby- 
ing, he insists that he only “prepared facts for 
presentation to proper state agencies.” 

Both denials now must be judged against the 
detailed testimony of Edgar Bennett, head of 
the insurance company, On the matter of the 
fee, Bennett said Roberts had been given a 
$1000 retainer, and he added: 

We said we could pay him $10,000 if the 
State Board of Social Welfare got the ar- 
rangements completed to pay a price satis- 
factory to us. 

In short, if the hospital was sold, Roberts got 
the $10,000. If it was not sold, he did not get it. 
The possibility that he might have been given 
another job does not disprove that the fee which 


he did get was contingent on the Sale. 


As to whether Roberts lobbied, Bennett was 
less specific. But he did say his company hired 
Roberts because it needed “a certain type of 
talent.” What type? “One well versed in govern- 
mental practices previously in the state of Kan- 
sas,“ with “some ability to bring persons of di- 
verse views together.“ And Bennett said Rob- 
erts told of talks with state welfare officials and 
other officers:concerned with the deal. 


In short; Roberts not only “prepared facts for 
presentation,” but presented “facts” himself. He 
talked to officials. He promoted the sale. If that 
is not lobbying, what is it? 


The Republican National Chairman credits the 
people of Kansas—and the country—with very 
little intelligence when he contends that the 
hospital scandal is just a matter of definition. 
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A Matter of Defense 


The Wall Street Journal says Defense Secre- 
tary Charles E. Wilson will be called as defense 
witness in the anti-trust case against the Du 
Ponts.

It is regrettable that the Missouri state school

One combines his feeding with his farm- 


ing operations and usually raises most of 
his own feed, The other is classed as a 
commercial feeder, who feeds cattle for 
the market as a business and buys all of 
the feed. Unlike the manufacturer or the 
storekeeper, each can quit within a period 
of a few months. 

Cattle numbers have been increasing for 
several years, with another 5,000,000 added 
during 1952. This makes an estimated 
total of around 93,000,000 head on farms, 


as of Jan. 1, 1953. This is an increase of 


better than 20,000,000 head since 1947. We 
had around 71,000,000 head of cattle in 
1920, when we only had 105,000,000 people 
in our country. Today we have around 
158,000,000 people with full employment, 
and they should consume the meat from 
the increased cattle at a fair price. 

Cattle numbers as of Jan. 1, 1953, rep- 
resent more pounds of beef than the same 
number would ordinarily, because of the 
fact that many have been fed longer and 
thus are heavier than usual. This is 
due partly to the drouth in some sections, 
which caused cattle to be put in feed lots 
earlier than usual, and partly to the fact 
that cattle prices were declining during the 
fall months and many feeders decided to 
put them in the lots on full feed rather 
than to market them off. 


Results of Delayed Marketing 


Many feeders who had delayed market- 
ing longer than usual, whose cattle were 
fat and ready for market, have become 
discouraged since the first of the year 
and have sent their cattle to market re- 
gardiess of price. While a substantial 
amount of beef is moving through trade 
channels, it has not been sufficient to hold 
prices, and with the recent break in prices 
many cattle are selling 30 per cent below 
a year ago and, in some cases, as much as 
50 per cent. These sales are showing ter- 
rific losses to cattle feeders, many as much 
as $100 per head, and in some instances as 
much as $150 per head. 

Is the feeder to blame? He was told 


that the increase in population and the . 


expanding economy would absorb all of 
his beef at good -prices. 

One thing that has hurt the price of cat- 
tle on the market, and has not helped the 
consumer, has been the continuation of 
OPS restrictions and compulsory govern- 
ment grading of beef. ces are far be- 
low ceiling levels, and with these restric- 
tions eliminated packers will have much 
more flexibility in their operations and 
can pay the feeder more for his product. 

Mexican cattle imported since the lifting 
of the embargo Sept. 1 through Dec. 20, 
1952, totaled 121,247 head. Many more 
than this number will be coming in from 
Canada. Many are reporting sales of beef 
from foreign countries in their locality. 


Demand Lags Behind Supply 

So we have at the present time what 
might be termed a panic situation in the 
marketing of cattle. Beef coolers are full 
and the demand is not sufficient to move 
this beef, even at continually lower prices 
at which it is offered. Many who have

modities, such as corn, wheat and beans. 
We understand that it is the intention of 
the Government to support soft spots in 
the economy when they appear. The above

He is compelled to buy his feed at 
otherwise would. 
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cattle make it cost more to produce them. 
He must market them at the going prices. 

If the above ‘policies are pursued, cer- 
tainly the feeder has a right to expect 
some consideration when he takes the ab- 
normal risk. Mis products should be sup- 
ported or the surplus taken off of the 
market and exported to hungry peoples in 
other lands, even if it were necessary to 
subsidize these exports. 

Many of our foreign enemies might feel 
much more kindly toward us if we helped 
fill their stomachs. To say the least, it 
would be better than to furnish money to 


. foreign countries to build steel plants and 


other manufacturing enterprises to com- 
pete with us. 


Industry Is in an Emergency 


The removal of compulsory. government 
grading and price controls will not entire- 
ly correct the situation. It may help the 
feeder to regain some confidence. This 
is an emergency affecting a very substan- 
tial industry and it will adversely affect 
other segments of our economy unless 
something is done to correct it soon. It 
will be a repetition of the hog debacle, 
which happened in 1943 when there were 
too many hogs for slaughterers to absorb 
and feeders suffered heavy losses. Feeders 
discontinued raising hogs and the next two 
years brought a shortage of pork. 

While we have more cattle in the coun- 
try than for several years, they do not 
make good beef nor nearly as many pounds 
when they are marketed off of the grass 
and go into the utility and commercial 
grades. The farmer-feeder will sell his 
grains or put them under price supports, 
and will not take the risk of feeding cattle 
under the present conditions. 


Though we favor free enterprise, we 


must, not let one phase of our economy 
suffer while another phase is protected. If 
we want prosperity we must not let the 
livestock feeding industry go into a spin. 

The lamb feeder is in practically the 
same position as the cattle feeder, but for 
somewhat different reasons. Lamb num- 
bers are low compared with what might be 
termed normal, but due to the competition 
from beef and concentrated marketing of 
fed lambs prices are unusually low. 


Wide Spread in Retail Prices 


Packers have suffered: severe losses on 
beef products, due to the consistent de- 
cline in dressed beef prices. We doubt if 
retailers have suffered such losses. While 
their labor costs have increased, the spread 
between what they pay for beef and the 
price for which they sell has been much 
wider recently than it seems it should be. 
We are afraid that some have looked more 
at ceiling prices put out by the OPS than 
at the prices they pay for the beef. Cer- 
tainly, they should know that there are 
many 2 who have just so much to 
spend for f. If they would lower their 


prices, they would sell more pounds and 


fare just as well.

He became “President of the 
Republic” in 1948 and moved into 
Prague’s Hradcany castle, seat of 
Bohemian kings and of his demo- 
cratic predecessors, Thomas G. 
Masaryk and Eduard Benes. 

His Power Far-Reaching. 

Gottwald’s personal power was 
enormous. He was President, su- 
preme commander of the Czech 
Armed Forces, chairman and sec- 
retary general of the Communist 
Party, and head of both Politburo 
and Orgburo. 

His son-in-law, Gen. Alexai 
Cepicka, is still Minister of De- 
fense and in effective control of 
the army. Gottwald’s closest fol- 
lowers controlled all major posts 
in the government and party. 

A stocky, methodical man, he 
was born Nov. 13, 1896, the ille- 
gitimate son of a poor farmer in 
Dedice, Moravia. At 13 he was 
apprenticed to a relative who had 
a carpentry shop in Vienna. The 
youth was drafted into the Austro- 
Hungarian army in World War I 
and served on the eastern front 
and in Italy. 

His rise to power in Czecho- 
slovakia came in the years be- 
tween the two great wars. He 
started as a Communist editor 
and party official after the 1918 
armistice. When the Czech Com- 
munist leadership split in 1929 
over the Trotsky-Stalin feud, he 
was named party secretary gen- 
eral. Through war and purges he 
never lost his grip on the party. 

Spent War in Moscow. 

Like many top Communists, he 
spent World War II in Moscow, 
where he was believed to have 
enjoyed the confidence of Stalin. 

When the Czech government- 
in-exile returned home in 1945, 
it was Gottwald who drafted the 
“Kosice program” which served 
as the basis of post-war Czech 
policy. Gottwald, vice premier at 
that time, was trusted by Com- 
munists and non-Communists 
alike. President Benes privately 
spoke of him as a “moderate, 
reasonable Communist with 
whom I can co-operate.” 

The Communists won a major- 
ity in 1946 elections and Gott- 
wald took over as premier, He 
still was regarded as a moderate, 
and his coalition government in- 
cluded non-Communists. But 
when it came time to decide 
whether Czechoslovakia should 
stay democratic or turn Commu- 
nist, Gottwald made it clear he 
was a Communist first, a Czech 
second. 

On orders from Mostow, he 
masterminded the Communist 
coup of February 1948, broke all 
resistance by democratic parties, 
and forced Benes to appoint a 
new government. 

In June, 1948, Benes resigned

Gottwald Grabs Initiative: 

The methods recommended by 
Gottwald and Slansky differed 
only slightly. Both insisted that 
a political housecleaning was 
necessary before embarking on 
full-scale regimentation. 

Gottwald guaranteed results if 

given a free hand, but demanded 
the recall of M. A. Silin, the 
Soviet ambassador who had 
backed Slansky. Meanwhile, with- 
out waiting for further Kremlin 
orders, he started a purge of 
Slansky’s followers. 

When a Kremlin emissary (be- 
lieved to have been Soviet In- 
terior Minister Beria) reached 
Prague soon afterward, he found 
Gottwald firmly in power and 
there seemed no choice but to 
back him. 

From then on Slansky’s fate 
was sealed—although his down- 
fall was not accomplished until 
last year. Slansky lost his party 
jobs last September. In Novem- 
ber he was arrested for trial with 
13 other former Communist 


leaders. 

Gottwald’s victory was complete 
on Dec. 4, 1952, when Slansky 
and 10 of his co-defendants were 
hanged in Prague’s grim Pankrac 
prison. 

Gottwald, now undisputed mas- 
ter of Czechoslovakia, had been 
given a propaganda build-up 
comparable to that of Stalin in 
Russia. The five-year plan that 
went into effect in 1949 was 
called the “Gottwald plan.” The 
city of Zlin, site of the great Bata 
shoe factories, was rechristened 
“Gottwaldov.” 

Gottwald's last official act was 
as one of the chief mourners at 
the funeral of Joseph Stalin in 
Moscow, where he stood in an 
honored spot atop Lenin’s mauso- 
leum.

TEXAS TORNADOES 


Twisters Rip Into Arkan- 
sas, Injure Five More— 
$1,000,000 Loss in Two

HASKELL, Tex., March 14 (AP) 
--Tornadoes ripped into Arkansas 
today after leaving 18 persons 
dead in Texas and Oklahoma. 

Twenty-six persens were in 
hospitals in Texas and Oklahoma 
with injuries suffered in the tor- 
nadoes and five were injured in 
Arkansas, three of them remain- 
ing in hospitals. 

Fifteen of the 18 dead in the 
Friday the 13th storms were 
counted around three small west 


central Texas towns, Jud, O’Brien, 
and Knox City. 


A woman was killed at Brad- 
ley, Okla., as a twister smashed 
southeastward across that state 
and took heavy punches at Dick- 
son, Okla., where two other per- 
sons died, Rush Springs, Lawton 
and Fort Sill. 

A fourth Texas community, 
Rochester suffered minor damage 
from the tornado. Hail as big as 
golf balls struck Lawton, Okla., 
and Fort Sill with damage esti- 
mated at more than $1,000,000. 


The Weather Bureau would not 
say that the Oklahoma and Texas 
tornadoes were the same, but 
their directions and time indi- 
cated they were spawned of the 
same sort of weather. 


After the storm passed, Abe 
Hutchens stood near his ruined 
home near Jud, Tex., and calmly 
answered questions. One finger 
of his right hand was injured. 


“I was holding the chain to the 
cellar door when the storm blew 
it open and took it away,” he said, 
“and it nearly got me out, too.” 

Hutchens said the storm lasted 
four or five minutes, “but it 
seemed like half a day.” 


In Arkansas, a small tornado 
tore a 20-mile strip of damage in 
the north central part of the state 
early today, causing considerable 
property damage. 

State police at Little Rock said 
they were examining wrecked 
homes at the small hamlet of 
Bunker Hill for injured or dead. 
Police said several families of the 
deserted town had been found 
here, none injured. Bunker Hill 
— about eight miles northwest of

They said 35 houses were dam- 
aged at Bunker Hill.

TALKED HIM INT 
Ale MOTHER 


Asserts Parent Kept Tell- 
ing Him to Do Away 
With Her—Man Held, 
Denies It. 


MODESTO, Calif., March..14 
(UP)—A 58-year-old Modesto man 
denied today he talked his teen- 
age son into killing the boy’s 
mother, in what police called “the 
worst case of premeditated mur- 
der ever seen in this area.” 

Clarence Eugene Simpson, 13 
years old, told police yesterday 
he had shot his mother, Mrs. 
Vivian Simpson, 43, in the chest 
with a .22 caliber rifle Tuesday 
as she stepped from the back 


door ef their home. 

Undersheriff Cecil Kilroy said 
the father, Henry Simpson “kept 
telling Clarence his half-brothers 
were turning his mother against 
him and that his mother might 
even kill him.” 

Called Accident at First. 

The death at first was termed 
an accident by Sheriff Dan Kel- 
say. The older Simpson main- 
tained the boy had trippéd over 
a horseshoe peg, discharging the 
weapon. 

After two days of investigation, 
James Calvin Jones, 14, Clar- 
ence’s schoolmate who had been 
living in the home, broke down 
and told in detail how the murder 
plan was made and carried out 
by Clarence and his father. 

Clarence also broke down, Kel- 
say said. He quoted the boy as 
saying, “I really wasn’t going to 
do it. I asked Jimmy twice if he 
would shoot my mother, but he 
refused. 

“My father repeated over and 
over that she must be killed— 
and I finally believed it myself,” 
the boy said. 

The boy told Kelsay he decided 
on the spur of the moment to 
kill his mother because “she 
knew something was going on.” 

Took Careful Aim.’ 

“When she stepped out the back 
door, I took careful aim and shot 
her,” he said calmly. - 

Kelsay said the couple had two 
other children, Billy Ray, 11, and 
Gary, 6. In addition, he said, 
Mrs. Simpson had three sons by 
a previous marriage. They are 
Pat and Larry Dodge, both of 
whom are in the service in Korea. 
Another son, Donald, 16, lives 
with friends in Modesto. 

Donald was thrown out of the 
house a month ago by his step- 
father, who told him to “get out 
and stay out.” 

Kelsay said the father, jailed 
Thursday night, continued to deny 
his son’s confession and was 
sticking to his original story of 
an accident.

When the hand was over, East 
observed (somewhat acidly) that 
South “had been shot with luck” 
to make the contract, and indeed 
there were grounds for such an 
observation. South had found the 
trump king and diamond queen 
on-side, and had guessed correctly 
in the club suit. 

This very fact, however—that 
North-South might get lucky if 
they were pushed in the right 
direction—is the subject of this 
discourse, and should have been 
the subject of East’s consideration 
during the bidding. 

The immediate, hopefully pre- 

emptive raise in hearts by East 
would probably be duplicated by 
thousands of other players in his 
position, many of them at least 
near-experts, But it can be demon- 
strated, I think, that this is a 
foolish policy. Observe that if 
East had passed, South surely 
would have bid only one spade. 
North, in turn, could hot then 
risk a raise, and even if East de- 
cided to re-enter the auction at 
this point, the opponents would 
either fall to reach game, or, hav- 
ing reached it, would be apt to go 
down because now South would 
probably misplace the club hon- 
ors, giving East credit for a little 
more strength. 
The practical effect, then, of 
East’s bid was precisely the oppo- 
site of what he wanted. It spurred 
the enemy to greater aggressive- 
ness, and gave them the chance to 
get lucky. 


Weekly Report 
On Public Health 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


St. Louis Health Commissioner 
N St. Louis there are approx- 
imately 250,000 men and women 
employed in various industries. 
Tt is an admitted fact that 
workroom environment can ad- 
versely affect an employe's health, 
and it is also well known that the 
health of the employe has a direct 
relationship to production rec- 
ords. Obviously every occupa- 
tional environment is not neces- 
sarily harmful, but in many types 
of jobs hazards to employe health 
are definitely present and repre- 
sent a definite public health chal- 


lenge. 
ER * * 

HOW DOES the Industrial Hy- 
giene Section of the St. Louis 
Health Division fit into the over- 
all program of protecting and 
promoting the health of our com- 
munity? 

First, it is important to realize 
that industrial hygiene is a pre- 
ventive medicine and not a med- 
ical care program. The staff of 
this section must know just what 
the hazards in industry are and 
where they are likely to be found. 

Many of these hazards have 
their origin in gases, fumes, dusts, 
mists and solvents, or from pure- 
ly physical factors such as infra- 
red and ultra violet rays, gamma 
rays from radium, X-ray, and 
from excessive humidity or noise. 

The staff conducts field inves- 
tigations and demonstrations and 
makes laboratory tests and stud- 
jes, Much of their work is deal- 
ing with methods to control the 
various conditions which may be 
dangerous to the worker’s health, 
apd emphasis is placed on the 
prevention of such diseases. 

During the past two decades 
industrial hazards have been re- 
duced almost 50 per cent and to- 
day the average industrial plant 
is a safer place from the stand- 
point of accidents than the non- 
industrial environment. 

Many of the occupational dis- 
eases that were so prevalent in 
the past are now being prevented 
or controlled. Much this has 
been brought about by education 
—education of management re- 
garding possible hazards which 
may endanger the life of the em- 
ploye, and education of the em- 
ploye to know the possible haz- 
ards, how they can best be avoid- 
ed, and the importance of imme- 
diate medical aid at the first sign 
of symptoms for which he has 
been instructed to watch.
